Milk.  During  the  year  1946  a  total  of  118  milk  samples  v/ere  obtained 
from  six'retailers'selling  milk  in  the  to^vn,  of  these  99  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory  and  19  unsatisfactory. 


jOegieral.  The  sanitary  condition  of  premises  in  the  to’^n  is  generally 
satisfactory,  structuial  conditions  show  deterioration  due  to  the  existing 
labour  shortage.  During  the  year  736  inspections  were  made,  53  informal
